- Editor Chronicle : Yesterday
was the' first day of our Circuit!
court. Judge Stark and Attorney-Gener- al

Bell arrived about eleven
o'clock and found everything ready
for business. There was an unusual
number' of people in town from
every part ot the county.

According to previous notice,
Judge Wood, of Alabama, and
Judge Smith, of Clarksville,-p-ut in
their, appearances early yesterday
morning. They cam a to speak in
favor of building the proposed rail-
road from Mobile to Evansville.
When Judge Stark finished his
charge to the grand jury, he an-

nounced . that these gentlemen
would speak to the people and that
the court would stand adjourned for
two hours, for that purpose. The
Court-hous- e was literally packed
with people anxious to hear the
speeches. Judge Wood spoke first
and fully explained the object and
plans of the company, of which he
is the Vice President, by which
they expect to build the road. He
dealt candidly with the people and
told them that, in consideration of
the difficulties with which the
building in this county would be
attended, that the company would
only ask, of the people of Dickson,
donations sufficient to build one
mile in every seven miles in the
county. Judge Wood was in Char-
lotte a few weeks before this, and
appointed a committee of citizen.--
to take charge of the subscriptions.
They have not had an opportunity
to visit the country districts, and
have spent only one day in Char-
lotte in getting up subscriptions,
but in that one day and confined
to the town, they obtained a sub-
scription from only thirteen per-
sons, of $12,450. Ono man sub-
scribed $3,500, another $3,000, an-

other $1,500 and another $1,000;
and all made their subscriptions on
a liberal basis, showing, at once,
their anxiety and determination to
get the road if possible. As soon
as Circuit court adjourns, which
will be this week, several of the
most influential men of the town
and county, will make a thorough
canvass of the whole county, and
try to raise the amount asked from
Dickson county withi.i the next
thirty days.

After Judge Wood had spoken,
Judge Smith spoke about an hour
in an earnest appeal to the people
to take hold and help to secure
the benefits of this grt'ut enterprise.
He was followed by Col. Thos. Mc-Nei- ly

and Hon. Jacob Leach in
short but forcible speeches, urging
the people to accept the offer of
Judge Wo ad aud to subscribe at
once. Charlotte ami Dicksou coun-
ty will do their part. We hope
soon to have railroad communica-
tions with Clarksville and the bal-

ance of the world. Hurry up the
work and you will please

SCANDALS! VKTIT LARCENY MY ARMY

OFFICERS. CAROl'SING AT A

l'l'NKRAL. THE END OF

. OFFICIAL MOURN-

ING. CABINET
HAsVJKK.

(From our regular Correspondent.)

A most disgraceful scandal has
been brought to light by General
Sturges, commandant of the Sol-

diers' Home near this city. The
Home consists of a number of build-
ings, in a beautiful park, and is de-

signed for disabled and superanu-ate- d

soldiers of the regular army.
It is paid for and "maintained from
a fund which Ins been deducted
from the small pay of the soldiers.
The scandal consists in the fact that
some high army officers have been
supplying their tables from the
garden and dairy of the Soldiers'
Home a theft as culpnble as if
they had taken from the premises
of a citi.en farmer.

The publication of the so-call-ed

"cocktail scandal," growing out of
the unseemly revelry, of the Con-

gressional committee that accom-
panied the remains of Garfield to
Cleveland, making it more a picnic
excursion than a funeral, has
brought the matter before the com-

mittee who have been auditing the
bills of the Garfield obsequies. As
usual the committee will present
two reports. The majority report
will rcommend the payment of the
entire amount, cock-tail- s, wines
and all other refresments. The mi-

nority report, which will be signed
by Blackburn, Sunset Cox and
others, will contain such criticisms
of this bill of expenses as cannot
fail to elicit exciting and angry de-

bate. Thesenate committee that ac-

companied the funeral train are
only too happy to think that they
are out of the scandal. Mr. Bright,
their sergeant-at-arin- s, refused to
yield to numerous importunities to
load the cars with wines, brandies
and cigars, and gave his charges
the barest necessities in the way of
refreshments. The arrangement
did not suit some the of Senators at
the time, but they are exceedingly
thankful of late that in their caset
conventional decorum was relig-
iously observed. It is well under-
stood that Mr. Thompson, who
superintended the arrangements for
the entertainment of the Repre-
sentatives, acted upon explicit in-

structions from influential quarters.
But Mr. Thompson himself is not
distinguished for asceticism and it
was no difficult task to induce him
to supply the luxuries that now reel
in the bills.

To-da- y six months of official
mourning for the late President ex-

pires, and certain formal observ-
ances that have been kept in army,
navy and official circles will be dis-

pensed with. The President will
no longer use mourning paper, and
it is ex peeled that with the conclu-
sion of Lent there will be a short
but brilliant season of gayety before
Congress adjourns.

There are rumors of Cabinet
changes, and an apparently well
founded report that the name of
William E. Chandler will be sent
in this week ls the successor of
Secretary Hunt to the naval port-
folio. Mr. Hunt has been quite
sick for several days, and it is said
that Chandler's name is only with-
held on account of his illness. It i3
very doubtful if Mr. Chandler's
nomination will be confirmed by
the Senate. The Democrats will
vote against him en masse and prob-
ably a number of Republicans will
vote with them.

lar and 3 per cent, interest was
absent when this harmonious com
promise was affected and had no
voice in the transaction. Now
while I admit that this may be
considered a mere, minor, techni-
cal, frivolous objection on my part,
still it seems to me that it would
look a little better to send the .fel-

low a ticket to the show and let
him see for himself that he did lose
his money in the" sleight of hand
performance, although he may be
unable to understand how it was
done.
